would be able to devote more time to satisfying the ever-growing needa of 


the Community for Communist China analysis. 
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6. The IA's would be used as follows: 
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The China Section is currently divided into two units: scientific per- 
sonalities and political personalities. The scientific unit now has one 
I. &. who is responsible for compiling new dossiers and up-dating existing 
ones. However, because of the growing number of open-source materials 
being obtained on Communist China and the processing time required to 
put this information under EAM control, it is impossible for one individual 
to do the job. One additional I. A. could assist in the above operation and 
also be responsible for the maintenance of the Scientific Organization File. 
This file, at one time, was a valuable asset in answering requests on 
scientific organizations. Lack of personnel during the past year has pre- 
vented keeping this file current. A full-time I. A. under the supervision 
of the scientific analyst hopefully would be able to bring the file up-to-date. 
With greater and more current coverage, the section could produce a 
number of useful reference aida on the Chinese Communist scientific com- 
rounity. 


The political analyst presently has one I. 4. assisting him who codes 
and processes appearances of 225 key Chinese Communist political leaders. 
In addition, he answers routine name checks and in the future could process 
publications such as FDD summaries and open-source materials such as 
the Survey of China Mainland Press. One of the new I. A.'s could ode all 
Ghinese travel. This is an area of increasing importance, especially for 
operational purposes. We currently receive a large amount of travel infor- 
mation from the DDP, so much go, that it is impossible to maintain ade- 
quate control without having someone working full time on it. A second 
new I. A. could do all the proceasing into the political category file. This 
is the section's most useful working file and is the basis for a number of 
reference aida. All items carried in such sources as the FBIS, Provincial 
Radio Broadcast Survey, biographic cards 

and numerous other documents have to be proceased into this 
file. Fresently analysts have to preform this duty. With proper super- 
vision, this could be done by an I. A. and perhaps allow the section to process 
in greater depth. With this file on a current basis, reference aids auch as 
the Directory of Leading Chinese Communist Officials could be produced on 
an annual schedule. j ;
